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7a The squadron maintained courier connections to various places 
in Czechoslovakia* These flights were also used for the current 
training of pilots who did not belong to the squadron*

The work was done by politically unreliable soldiers* The 
training squadron occupied the two hangars on tho northern edge 
of the field*

not changed since the last months* In addition to the units 
mentioned in the report* the 5th Ftr Ke pt of the 2d Air Div is 
assumed to b e stationed at the field* f
